These studies were sonipleted 
some months ago and clearly in- 
dicate that the present bay bridge 
would be at full capacity at the 
end of this year, 

Further, their studies indicated 
that a second crossing with ter- 
mini at Potrero Point and Ala- 
meda would divert 20 per cent of 
the traffic presently using the 
Bay Bridge. To construct a cross- 
ing from Sierra Point to Roberts 
Landing would only divert five 
per cent of the traffic at best. 

The Toll Bridge Authority, of 
which the Governor is chairman, 
continues to delay coming to a 
decision on this matter. At the 
present time they are considering 
a new west-bay terminus farther 
south, 

In the meantime, construction 
costs continue to increase until 
now it is estimated it will cost 
$200 million to construct a new 
crossing. There are indications 
of further delay. Since the Bridge 
Engineers have made their rec- 
ommendations on the basis of 
sound engineering and of need, 
for the Toll Bridge Authority to 
act otherwise, in my judgment, 
would be purely political. 

This important, expensive, and 
badly needed facility has been 
; Studied to death! The entire 
Contra Costa County is unani- 
hous in their support of the rec- 
ommendation of the Engineers. 
The majority of the people in 
| Alameda County, particularly 
| Oakland, Albany, Piedmont, etc., 
have expressed their approval of 
the Engineers’ recommendations. 

These expressions represent 
the majority of the people who 
use the bridge and also those 
|wWho have paid for the present 
bridge through tolls that will also 
pay for the second bridge. 

It is time for action! The need 
| is urgent and will shortly be crit- 
ical; I call on the Governor and 
the Toll Bridge Authority to stop 
vascillating and come to a deci- 
| sion at the next meeting.

only 86 (one per cent) could not. 
find work. This compares with| 
a much larger (five per cent) un- 
employment in Alameda county. 
Broken down into groups, manu- 
facturing was the largest with 24 
per cent, followed by government 
and public administration with 22 
per cent and. retail trade with 14 
per cent. All other groupings 
amounted to less than 10 per 
cent. (It must be pointed out 
that the above figures include 
employment in and out of the 
city.) 

Employment in Albany alone 
indicates that Albany is primarily 
a residential community with limr 
ited work opportunities. The 
most recent figures for Albany 
alone are for July, 1962, and in- 
clude only employment in firms 
with 10 or more persons (those 
covered by state unemployment 
insurance). Wholesale and retail 
trade was the most important emr 
ploying group with a total of 400 
employees. Government was a 
close second with 350, Both of 
these groups added up to more 
than 50 per cent of the Albany 
employment force.

Eye Bank Details 
Discussed for 
Soroptimists 


Dr. Thomas E, Moore, Jr., who 
is director of the University of 
California Medical Center Eye 
Bank in San Fraoncisco, Wednes- 
day outlined eye surgery proce- 
dures, the problem of supply and 
demand for eyes, and details of 
how eyes are preserved and used 
in research at the medical center. 

His audience, gathered at 
Serb’s for their regular weekly 
meeting, were members of Sorop- 
timists International of Albany. 
Since 1951, the organization has 
had the eye bank as a project. 
When Bernice Boyd of Security 
Savings and Loan became presi- 
dent, she set a goal of a least 
100 persons signed up to will 
their eyes to the eye bank. 

Dr. Moore, using a display, 
showed how a corneal transplant 
is done, displayed the old-fash 
ioned needle and thread for the 
sutures as well as the instru- 
ments and thread in use today. 
He said an operating microscope, 
which magnifies the area 16 
times, is coming into use, 

Among problems involved- in 
the transplant are preservation of 
the donated eyes (which must be 
used within 48 hours for deep 
transplants or within five to six 
days if the graft does not go all 
the way through), matching pa- 
tients’ needs with available cor- 
neas (“It is morbid to have a 
patient sitting around in a hotel 
waiting for someone else to die’’) 
and establishing communication 
among doctors, hospitals, morti- 
cians and the eye bank, 

Those who will their eyes to 
the eye bank are given cards to 
indicate their desire, which is to 
be carried at all times, Eye resi- 
dent doctors are on call 24 hours 
a day, seven days a week at the 
eye bank. When they are called, 
they come to remove the eyes. 
This causes no cosmetic problem, 
he explained, because eye caps or 
conformers are used routinely by 
all morticians. 

The surgery can be repeated 
many times. Failure can be de- 
termined earlier than success, 
Dr, Moore said. He said they 
often are not confident of suc- 
cess until about six weeks after 
surgery. The operation takes 35- 
40 minutes, in most cases. De- 
pending. on the type of disease 
involved, grafting ranges from 
10-15 per cent successes up to 90- 
95 per cent, he added.
